G.S.R. 422(E).— The following draft rules to amend the Drugs and 
Cosmetics Rules, 1945, which the Central Government proposes to make in 
exercise of the powers conferred by section 12 and section 33 of the Drugs 
and Cosmetics Act, 1940 {23 of 1940), after consultation with the Drugs 
Technical Advisory Board, is hereby published for the information of all 
persons likely to be affected thereby, and the notice is hereby given that the 
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said draft rules shall be taken into consideration on or after the expiry of-a 
period of forty-five days from the date on which the copies of the Gazette of 
India containing these draft rules are made available to the public; 

Any person interested in making any objection or suggestion on the 
proposed draft rules may do so in writing for consideration of the Central 
Government within the period so specified through post to the Secretary, 
Ministry of Health and Family Welfare, Government of India, Nirriian Bhawan, 
New Delhi-110011. / 

DRAFT RULES 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Drugs and Cosmetics (4th Amendm ent) 
Rules, 2009. 

(2) They shall come into force'on the date of their final publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

2. In the Drugs and Cosmetics Rules, 1945 (hereinafter referred to as the 
said rules), in rule 69, - 

(a) in sub-rule (1), in clause (c), for the words and figures *,in Form 
24.*, the following words and figures “except under the Narcotic 
Drugs and Psychotropic Substances Act, 1985, in Form 24; * 
shall be substituted; 

(b) in sub-rule (1), after the clause (c), the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely:- 

“(d) in case of manufacture of drugs covered under the Narcotic 
Drugs and Psychotropic substances Act, 1985, in Form 24G." 

(c) in sub-rule (2), after the clause (c), the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely:- 

“(d) Every application in Form 24G shall be made up to ten 
items for each category of drugs categorized in Schedule M 
and shall be accompanied by a license fee of rupees six 
thousand and an inspection fee of rupees one thousand 
and five hundred for every inspection or for the purpose of 
renewal of the license.* 

(d) in sub-rule (3), after the clause (tit), the following clause shall be 
inserted, namely:-

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“(tv) in case of Form 24G a license fee of rupees six thousand 
plus an additional fee at the rate of rupees one thousand per 
month or part thereof in addition to an inspection fee of rupees 
one thousand and five hundred.” 

(e) in sub rule (4), for the words and letters or dause (c)\ the words 
and letters, “clause (c) or clause (d)" shall be substituted. 

3. In the said rules, in rule 70, after the words ‘.granted in Form 

25,’the following words and figures shall be inserted, namely:- 
“Licenses for manufacture of drugs covered under the Narcotic Drugs 
and Psychotropic Substances Act, 1985, against application in Form 
24G shall be granted in Form 25G”. 

4. In the said rules, in rule 71, for the words, figures and letters ‘Form 25 
or Form 25F", the words, figures and letters “Form 25, Form 25F or 
Form 25G,"wherever existing shall be substituted. ' 

5. in the said rules, in rules 72 ,- 

(a) for the words, figures and letters ‘Form 25, Form 25B or Form 
25F”, the words, figures and letters “Form 25, Form 25B, 

Form 25F or Form 25G" shall be substituted; 

(b) after the first proviso the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely:- 

“Provided further that the licensee in Form 25G shall 
furnish a statement of the quantities of Narcotic drugs and 
Psychotropic substances to the licensing authority and the 
controlling authority or to such authority as the licensing 
authority or the controlling authority may direct, , both as bulk 
and formulations, manufactured by him, and of the sales 
affected by him to the manufacturers, wholesalers, retailers and 
other outlets for the preceding calendar year within three 
months of the expiry of the year. The licence shall be deemed 
to be cancelled or suspended, if the licensee fails to provide the 
said information in respect of the preceding year by the end of 
calendar year.” 
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6. In the said rules, for rule 73, the following rule shall be substituted, 
namely:- 

“73. Certificate of renewal The certificate of renewal of a license in 
Form 25, Form 25F or Form 25G shall be issued in Form 26. Form 
26F or 26G respectively.” 

7. In the said rules, in rule 74, for the words, figures and letters “Form 25 
and Form 25F”, the words, figures and letters “ Form 25 or Form 25F 
or Form 25G” shall be substituted. 

8. In the said rules, in rule 75, after sub-rule (3), the following sub- rule 
shall be inserted, namely:- 

“(3A).The application for grant or renewal of licence to manufacture for 
sale or for distribution of drugs coming under the purview of the 
Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic substances Act, 1985, and 
specified in Schedule C, C(1) and X shall be made to the 
Licensing Authority appointed under this part in Form 27F and 
shall be made upto ten items for each category of drugs 
categorized in Schedule M and shall be accompanied by a licence fee 
of rupees six thousand and an inspection fee of rupees one 
thousand and five hundred for every inspection or for the 
purposes of renewal of licenses: 

Provided that if the application for renewal of a licence is made 
after its expiry but within six months of such expiry, the fee payable for 
renewal of the license shall be rupees six thousand plus an additional 
fee of rupees one thousand per month or a part thereof in addition to 

the inspection fee of rupees one thousand and five hundred *. 

9. In the said rules, in rule 76, after the words, letters and figures,” issued 

in Form 28D", the following sentence containing the words, letters and 
figures shall be inserted, namely:- 

“A licence to manufacture for sale or for distribution of drugs covered 
under the purview of the Narcotic Drugs and Psychotropic substances 
Act, 1985, and specified in Schedule C and C(1) and X shall be issued 
in Form 28F.” 

10. In the said rules, in rule 77,- 

(a) for the words, figures and letters “Form 28, Form 28B and Form 
28D or renewed license in Forms 26, 26F and Form 26H", the 
words, figures and letters “Form 28, Form 28B, Form 28D 
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and Form 28F or renewed license in Form 26.26F.26H and Form 
26J" shall be substituted-. 

(b) after the first proviso the following proviso shall be inserted, 
namely:- 

“Provided further that the licensee in Form 28F shall to the 
licensing authority and the controlling authority or to such authority 
as the licensing authority or the controlling authority may direct, 
furnish a statement of the quantities of narcotic drugs and 
Psychotropic substances both as bulk and formulations, 
manufactured by him, and of the sales affected to the manufacturers, 
wholesalers, retailers and other outlets for the preceding calendar 
year within three months of the expiry of the year. The licence shall 

be deemed to be cancelled or suspended, if the licensee fails to 

provide the said information in respect of the preceding year by the 
end of calendar year" 

11. In the said rules, in rule 78, for the words, figures and letters “Form 28, 

Form 28B or Form 28D”, the words, figures and letters "Form 28, 

Form 28B, Form 28D or Form 28F” shall be substituted. 

12. In the said rules, in Schedule A,-
